naugh was on the charge for wbich 
he was bound over. The indictments 
were 3068 and 3077, while 3052, on 
which Cavanaugh was bound over, 
was marked "No bill, defendanti'die- 
nbarged, and the journal BO shows.

ARE YOU GUILTY? 


rraCiiuB the Law FfOwii; 
Upon to Be Broken Up. 


People Who Beat the Government Oat 


of Postage Dues Will Be Given 


a Surprise. 


Between a'protective tariff that 


doesn't produce much revenue and a 
small 'but costly war. Uncle- Sam 
finds himself in a bad row of stumps. 
So he is compelled to rescrt to every 
expedient to make both ends meet. 
His latest one is going to cause a 
whole lot of trouble for some people 
who think they are ncighty good, if 
he carries it out to the extreme end 
what he threatens. 


For many years tbe government 


has 
suffered 
heavy loss by the 


forwarding "of first class matter a» 
fourth. There is a severe penalty for 
this, 
but the people, 
generally, 


persist in running the risk of its im- 
posjtion. This/statutory crime, for 
such it is, the authorities say must 
be broken up and the additional 
revenue accrue to the government. 
So just before Christmas instructions 
were issued to postmasters 'to exam- 
ine all third class matter and if any 
of it contained any writing at all to 
forward to the person addressed, but 
to instruct .the postmaster at the 
office of the receiver to charge first- 
class rates. 


Under the law, first class is either 


written matter or sealed package and 
goes at two cents for each half ounce 
or fraction thereover; fourth class 
matter is merchandise or articles 
which go at one cent for one ounce 
or fraction thereover. Any bit of 
writing enclosed with fourth class 
matter raises it to the first class, no 
matter whether it is sealed or not. 
. The postmasters began carrying 
out these instructions during the 
holidays and a great many people got 
.surprises as well as p'resents 
on 


Christmas day. If the maiden fair 
could have heard the objurgations in- 
stead of the glad exclamations that 
came from the lips of the absent 
lover when he received her little gift 
she would certainly have thought 
him a ^most horrible mean thing. 
For, almost without exception, the 
postmasters found "I 
wish yoiu a 


merry Christmas," or some other 
messaga written in the Christmas 
packages and they forwarded them 
with directions to collect postage 
due—anywhere from 25 cents to 81, 
and tbe young man wasn't allto- 
gether nappy at having the whole 
scheme exposed to heartless officers. 


Every person who was seen mailing 


alleged third class matter at tbe local 
office was asked if it contained any 
writing, and each one answered that 
it did not. Yet every package ex- 
amined did, as a matter of fact, con- 
tain writing, all the way from some 
little sentiment to a full 
blown 
letter. 


As above stated, the federal law 


provides a severe penalty for those 
who seek to avoid paying' postage by 
the method above 
set out. 
The 


practice has become so exceedingly 
universal that the government does 
not desire to institute prosecutions 
until people have had good time to 
learn of the danger to which they 
subject themselves. It will be at no 
trouble to secure evidence of a viola- 
tion of the law, since where a pack- 
age is mailed as third class the post- 
master has 'a right to examine the 
matter, and if it contain writing to 
hold it as evidence for the govern- 
ment.

the defects of the old law, Introduced 
the bill, which made the sweeping 
changes in this great institution of 
society. 


It is possible that Judge Leeper, 


•who dwells near the Ohio river, and 
has frequently observed the ease 
with which parties eloping from the 
border states could secure marriage 
licenses in Ohio, had some designs 
In checking runaway matches when 
he introduced his bill, for certain it 
is that one effect of the new law will 


be to make the matter of securing a 
license much more difficult than un- 
der the old law, unless the applicant 
tas especially posted himself. 


•The new law amends section 6390-91 
by completely changing the phrase- 
ology and inserting considerable new 
matter. The radical innovation, how- 
ever, arises from the fact that the new 
law makes it mandatory upon the pro- 
bate Judge to perform certain duties, 
before granting the license, which were 
optional -with him under the old way. 


For the first .time in the history of 


Ohio It is expected that this marriage 
law will be uniform in, its operations 
throughout the state. Under the old 
law, with its. discretionary features, 
different probate judges differed wide- 
ly as to their duties, both before issu- 
ing the license and also as to keeping 
the marriage records. The objects of 
the new law are to provide for a more 
complete and correct record of mar- 
riages in the state by requiring certain 
statistical data. 


The provisions for telling about pre- 


vious marriages and in case of a widow 
or divorced woman of giving her mar- 
ried name and of printing on the li- 
cense the penalty for ministers failing 
to return the certificate, and providing 
a return envelop for same, are new.

FCLI. TEXT OF NEW I.AW, EXCEPT ENACTING CLAUBK. 


Section 6890. Every person applying for a marriage license aa afore- 


Bald, shall state upon oath, the name, age, residence,.place of birth, occupa- 
tion, father's name, if known,.and the mother's maiden name, of each of.the 
parties to such contemplated marriage, and shall also state the number of 
times either party has been previously married, and in case the bride Is a 
widow, or a divorced woman, her marrledvname shall also be stated, and in 
addition the name of the person who is expected to solemnize the marriage 
shall be stated, and if the judge shall be satisfied there Is no legal Impedi- 
ment thereto, then he shall grant such marriage license; which said license 
shall have printed upon it in prominent type the fact that unless the person 
solemnizing the marriage return a certificate thereof to the probate court 
within 30 days after performing the ceremony he is guilty of a misdemeanor 
and on conviction thereof may be punished by a fine of fifty (50) dollars. An 
envelope suitable for returning the certificate of marriage and addressed to 
the proper probate court shall be given with each license; and if any of the 
persons intending to marry shall be under age, and shall not have had a 
former wife or husbatid, the consent of the parents or guardian shall be per- 
sonally given before the judge, or certified under the hand of such parent or 
guardian by two witnesses, one of whom shall appear before said judge and 
make oath that he saw the parent or guardian, whose name is annexed to 
such certificate, subscribe, or heard him or her acknowledge the same; but 
if the parent or guardian of such minor, is a non-resident of, or absent from 
the county in which license must issue, he may personally appear before the 
judge of a court of record, in the county in which he is at the time domiciled, 
and give his consent, in writing, to such marriage; which consent must be 
attested by two witnesses, and certified to by said Judge and forwarded to 
the probate judge of the county in which license must issue; and the judge 
IB hereby authorized to administer any oath [herein]'required, and thereupon 
Issue and sign such license, and affix thereto the seal of the court; the Judge 
shall be entitled to receive as his fee for administering the oath and granting 
license with the seal affixed thereto, recording the certificate of marriage, 
and filing the necessary papers, the sum of seventy-five cents; and if any 
judge shall, in any other manner, Issue or sigh any marriage license, he 
shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceding one thousand dollars, to and for the 
use of the party aggrieved. Provided, that should the person then qualified 
and acting as probate judge, be himself the party applying, he shall make 
the application to the judge of the court of common pleas, within and for the 
same county, and if there be no legal impediment thereto, said common pleas 
Judge shall grant said probate judge a marriage license, and shall thereupon 
certify said, application, and his action thereto, to the probate court of said 
county, for record, as in other cases. 


Sec. 6391. A certificate of every marriage hereafter solemnized, whether 


authorized by publication of bans in the congregation, or by license issued by 
the probate judge, shall forthwith be transmitted to the probate judge in the 
county where the marriage license was Issued, or the congregation wherein 
said bans were published is situated, or where the marriage was celebrated. 
All such certificates of marriage filed with the probate judge shall be num- 
bered consecutively and be recorded In the order in which the aame are 
received. Every justice, mayor, or minister, or clerk of the monthly meet- 
Ing, failing to transmit such certificate to the probate judge, within thirty 
days after the solemnization of the marriage shail be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and on conviction thereof shall be fined In a sum not exceeding 
fifty (50) dollars. 


Sec. 2. That said sections 6930, as amended May 1, 1895 (O. L., 82, page 


202), and 6391, as amended April 5,1889 (O. L., 86, page 208), be and the saraa 
are hereby repealed; and this act shall take effect and be in force from aad 
after Jan. 1, 1899.
